REPORT    TO    THE    LISTENER 


Dear  Listeners, 

This  Foho,  the  first  edition  in  1995,  brings  you  information  centered 
around  changes.  Those  changes  include  people  whom  we  will  miss  and 
changes  focused  on  improving  KPFK's  ability  to  serve  you,  our  community. 

First,  we  will  miss  Chff  Roberts,  former  KPFK  general  manager.  Cliff 
resigned  last  month.  All  of  us  who  have  worked  alongside  Cliff  and  his  wife 
Gloria  since  the  summer  of  1993  want  to  thank  them  for  their  many  contri- 
butions. Gloria  is  continuing  to  co-produce,  with  Roy  Hurst,  a  reading  of  the 
Ralph  Ellison's  "Invisible  Man"  which  will  air  in  the  coming  months. 
Second,  Lucia  Chappelle,  former  KPFK  program  director,  resigned.  Lucia 
served  as  program  director  for  the  past  seven  years  and  we  thank  her  for  her 
tremendous  efforts  over  the  years.  Third,  Mary  Fowler,  KPFK's  former  assis- 
tant general  manager,  is  no  longer  working  at  the  starion.  Chie  to  financial 
constraints  at  the  station,  her  position  was  cutback.  We  can  never  thank 
Mary  enough  for  her  ten  plus  years  of  dedication  and  service  to  KPFK. 

I  know  that  many  of  our  long-term  subscribers  who  have  followed  the 
numerous  changes  at  KPFK  are  very  concerned  about  yet  another  change.  I 
want  to  assure  you  that  I  personally  and  the  others  on  the  interim  manage- 
ment team  are  going  to  give  it  all  we  have.  We  are  looking  to  everyone  at 
KPFK  to  help  as  we  move  ahead  in  1995.  I  have  never  found  change  in 
human  endeavors  to  be  easy  but  by  pulling  together  the  talent  that  is  on  the 
KPFK  staff,  I  know  progressive  change  is  possible. 

A  management  team  has  been  put  together  and  is  made  of  Sandra 
Rosas  who  is  Pacifica's  controller.  She  has  served  Pacifica  for  16  years,  begin- 
ning at  the  Pacifica  Radio  Archive  as  our  bookkeeper  and  assistant  to  the 
controller.  She  has  a  BS  in  accounting  from  California  State  University  at  Los 
Angeles.  Sandra  has  the  respect  of  those  throughout  Pacifica  because  she  has 
guided  us  through  periods  of  financial  distress  as  well  as  during  rapid  peri- 
ods of  growth. 

Sharon  Aoki  has  served  as  KPFK'S  Development  Director  for  the  past 
ten  months.  She  has  worked  in  public  broadcasting  for  the  past  14  years  both 
on  the  air  and  behind  the  scenes.  Raised  in  Hawaii,  she  earned  a  BA  in 
International  Studies  at  Occidental  College  and  her  masters  at  the  University 
of  Arizona.  Gwen  Walters  has  been  with  KPFK  for  18  months  as  Public 
Affairs  Director  and  will  serve  as  interim  Program  Director.

I  am  writing  this  on  the  eve  of  Congressional  hearings, 
called  to  determine  the  future  of  the  Corporation  for  Public 
Broadcashng.  While  we  all  have  our  concerns  about  the  choic- 
es made  by  CPB  and  PBS,  many  viewers  and  listeners  of  non- 
commercial stations  do  believe  that  programming  does  offer 
an  alternative  to  commercial  media.  If  the  CPB  is  defunded  it 
is  likely  that  the  left  end  of  the  spectrum  will  become  a  very 
different  place.  We  at  Pacifica  will  have  to  tighten  our  belts  and 
pitch  in  together  to  adjust  to  what  could  be  a  30%  cut  in  our 
budget.  We  need  your  support  more  now  than  ever.
